• ,:ober 1948,, (Before leaving Europe in November or December of 1947, ; - 
hp had told^ 3 that he was S oi AS kee P his law otfXoeQ in 
Konstanz functioning so that if he ever came back he would still have hie 
business. ) He immediately took up his old law practice again and ap- 
peared to be considering his return to Europe as at least semi-permanent*
